In p ractically all of the 
Indiana cities where Greel* 
colonies 
are to be found the day of all day s 
was remembered by them. The cele­ 
bration is conducted in the home and 
is decidedly different from the Ameri­ 
can celebration of Christ’s birthday . 
Pete Adams, 
who 
manag es the 
Oreek candy kitchen, said that the 
local colony did not recog nize their 
national holiday . 
He said that they 
were satisfied with the American hol­ 
iday and celebrated it with them. 
The observ ance of the day is strik­ 
ing ly oriental. 
Xo p resents are ex ­ 
chang ed at this time, for the Greeks 
do net g iv e or receiv e p resents until 
New Year’s day , when the elders g ive 
but nothing is ev er receiv ed from the 
y oung . 
Althoug h the Greeks, many 
of whom hav e ^been here for some 
time and the customs 
observ ed in 
their nativ e land are not so vivid in 
their minds now as formerly , they 
still celebrate according to their re­ 
lig ion and faith. 
It is v ery p robable that the local 
Greeks will 
celebrate 
their 
Xew 
Year’s day whieheomes one week af- 
* fer their Christmas or nex t Saturday . 
Last 3’ear sev eral of the Greeks here 
went to Indianap olis and took p art 
in the celebration there. 
So far they 
hav e made no p lans this y ear. 
The Greek Xew Years is celebrated 
on a larg er scale than is Christmas. 
The 
e v e n i n g before Xew Years all 
members of the family p articip ate in 
a card g ame in which small sums of 
money are staked, thus try ing their 
luck on the coming day . 
Ex actly at 
midnig ht a larg e cake is cut. which 
contains a 
straw, 
rep resenting a 
p iece of money . 
The p erson who re­ 
ceiv es the straw is considered luekv .

Ev en before the Saturday ev en­ 
ing ’s edition of the Daily 7 Rep ublican 
had been deliv ered which told of Ben 
Xoble, the alleg ed murderer of Albert 
Sp rag ue of Decatur 
county 
being 
sheltered in the Rush county jail, be­ 
cause the case had been sent here 
from the Decatur circuit court on a 
chang e of v enue, Sheriff Clata Be- 
bout had slip p ed off to Indianap olis 
with his p risoner and had lodg ed him 
in the Marion county jail for safe 
keep ing away 
from the 
imag inary 
mobs of Decatur county . 
Ev er since 
the crime was committed the feeling 
in Decatur county 7 
has been 
y *ery 
strong ag ainst Xoble and it was fear­ 
ed that during the ex citement inci­ 
dent to the murder, a mob of infuriat­ 
ed citizens mig ht take Xoble from the 
jail and do him harm. With that idea 
in mind, the Decatur county sheriff 
rushed Xoble off to Marion county 
soon after the crime was g enerally 
known. 
Since that time 
Xoble has 
been 
harbored in the Marion county jail 
with the ex cep tions of the two times 
that he has been broug ht before the 
court in Decatur county . 
The first 
time he p leaded g uilty to the murder, 
but the jury failed to ag ree on a sen­ 
tence and y vas dismissed. 
Now he 
has entered a p lea of not g uilty and 
will fig ht for his life. 
The trial will 
p robably attract interest all ov er the 
State since it was one 
of the most 
atrocious murders ev er recorder in 
this section of Indiana. 
The story 7 comes from Greensburg 
that it has been feared Xoble would 
commit suicide. 
It is said that the 
Marion county sheriff has said that if 
Xoble should take his own life, it 
would not be a surp rise to him. It is 
said that he has been suffering with 
a melancholia for the p ast few weeks 
and is in a very 7 desp ondent frame of 
mind. 
Since the suicide of a fellow p ris­ 
oner in the Indianap p lis jail a few 
weeks ag o, which came about when 
the y vretched man leap ed to his death 
from a second story window, Xoble 
seem^. 
for the first time, to realize 
his p resent p osition and it is worry ­ 
ing him. 
On two occasions since be­ 
ing in the Marion county 7 jail he has 
been found to hav e p owdered g lass in 
his p ossession and on one occasion a 
p ocket knife was found in his clothes. 
What he intended to do, howev er, is 
mere 
conjecture, y et 
the 
Marion 
county sheriff told the Decatur coun­ 
ty sheriff that he believ ed 
Xoble 
would be self-slain if he g ot op p or­ 
tunity 7.

whibh newspaper articles are written, 
for almost ev ery body desires at time 
to announce something through the 
press.

W ith the Approval of the Governor, 


the Indiana Health Board H as Pre­ 


pared a Series of Bills Which Will 


Be 
Urged 
Upon 
the 
Lawmakers 


W ith a View to Creating Better Con­ 


ditions For Health in Hoosier State. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 0.—The Indiana 
lawmakers entered upon their first full 
week of activity with the reconvening 
of the general assembly this after­ 
noon, and there was a general feeling 
th at the legislative m achinery w’ould 
he working smoothly and under a full 
head of steam writh little delay. Chief 
interest in the afternoon’s proceeding 
centered about the “plunder” commit­ 
tee s announcement of appointments, 
and many place hunters were made 
glad. 
Speaker Veneman has announced 
the appointment of Joseph M. Cravens 
o f Madison as chairman of the ways 
and means committee and floor leader 
o f the m ajority in the house. 


An Ambitious Program. 
The state board of health has out­ 
lined its legislative program, which in­ 
cludes a weights and measures bill, a 
bill providing for medical inspection of 
school children, a cold storage bill, a 
sanitary schoolhouse bill, a Pasteur 
institute bill, a bi’l for the prevention 
o f blindness in new born, and amend­ 
m ents to the pure food law. 
Practi­ 
cally all the bills have been drafted 
and approved by Governor Marshall 
and Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of the 
board. 
Children who bathe hut infreq uently 
or not at all. will he subject to official 
notice, as provided in the bill for the 
medical inspection of school children. 
The truant officer is empowered, upon 
the order of the school authorities, to 
have all children bathed and cleaned, 
who may need such treatm ent. 


For Better Sanitation. 
“The medical inspection bill,” said 
Dr. Hurty, “will, if it passes the gen­ 
eral assembly, do more to save the 
lives of children and reduce the death 
rate, increase their efficiency and pro­ 
ductiveness than any other measure 
that can he enacted. It is emphatical­ 
ly a m easure of economy as w ell as of 
hum anity.” 
The sanitary schoolhouse hill sets 
out specifically what sanitary features 
■will be req uired in all school buildings 
to be Erected in the future. 
This bill 
also probably will be introduced by 
Senator McCarty. 
The cold storage bill has been draft­ 
ed and approved by Governor Mar­ 
shall. No one has been selected to in­ 
troduce the measure in the general as­ 
sembly. It provides that all products 
m ust be tagged when they are placed 
in cold storage and that the tags must 
show when the goods enter and when 
they leave the cold storage. The tags 
must follow the products until they 
are consumed. The sale of a product 
which has been in cold storage longer 
than nine months is prohibited.
